manded the case back to the lower court for rehearing.

contains a scathing arraignment of J udge Landis for imposing, a flue on a 
corporation that was not indicted and was n«t even represented at the 
trial. 


THE DECISION. 


"Briefly stated, the reason of the 


trial court for imposing this sentence 
was because, after convection and be- 
fore the sentence, it was brought out 
on examination ot some of the officers 
and stockholders ot the Stanadrd Oil 
company of New Jersey., that the cap- 
ital stock of the StandaM Oil com- 
pany, of Indiana, the defendant be- 
fore the court, was principally owned 
by the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey, a corporation not before the 
court; the trial court adding (upon 
no evidetgSfeyjowever, to be 
found 


in the record^ and upon no informa- 
tion specifically referred to) that in 
concessions of this character for 
which the defendant before the couit 
had been indicted, tried and convict- 
ed, the New Jersey cororation was not 
the "virgin" offender. "Is a sentence 
such as this, based on reasoning such 
as that sound?

Potter After long 


Illness 


RANKED HIGH BY CLERGY 


Was One Time Offered 
Presidency of Kenyon 


College, Gambier 


Was a Prolific Writer on Church 


Subjects Publishing Many 
Books—His Successor. 


Cooperstown,. X. Y., July 22.—Henry 


Codman Potter, seventh Protestant 
Episcopal 
Bishop of the diocese of 


New York, died last night at Fern- 
leigh, his summer home here, after an 
illness of several weeks. 


The Bishop 'was unconscious all day, 


and the end, which came at 8:35 last 
night, was peaceful and quiet. 
The 


prelate was 74 years of age. 


Gathered at the bedside of the dy- 


ing churchman were Mrs. Pouter, the 
wife; Mrs. Mason C. Lavidige, who 
came from California, and Miss Sarah 
Potter, his two daughters; Alonzo Pot- 
ter, his son; fed ward S. Clark, Ste- 
phen C. Clark and Mr. and Mrs. F. A. 
Clark. 


Mrs. Charles Russell and Mrs. Will- 


iam Hyde, his other daughters, who 
are abroad,., have heen notified. 


Death wag primarily due to em- 


bolism ~inT;|&e right leg, following a 
.long -rftiiMfifffVJr'"' and stomach trou- 
ble, and the end had been foreseen for 
several days. 


Bishop Potter suffered a severe re- 


lapse yesterday morning, and though 
oxygen -^35 given his decline 
was 


gradual, and he sank into unconscious- 
ness early in the day which lasted un- 
til the end. 


No arrangements 
for the funeral 


have been made, but it is probable 
that services will be held here, and 
that the body will be removed to New 
York, where a public funeral will be 
held at Grace church. 


Bishop Potter was the son of the 


late Right Rev. Alonzo Potter, Bishop 
of Pennsylvania, and nephew of the 
late Bishop Horatio Potter of this 
state. One of his brothers is a clergy- 
man, and he has been surrounded by 
ecclesiastical 
influences from 
the 


cradle. 
He was born in Schenectady, 


N Y., May 25, 1834, and was educated 
at the Episcopal Academy of Philadel- 
phia and at the Theological Seminary 
of Virginia, from which latter institu- 
tion he was graduated in 1857. 
He 


was ordained deacon in the same year 
and called to Christ church, Greens- 
burg, Westmoreland county, Pennsyl- 
vania, where he remained until May 
1859. At this period he accepted a 
call to St. John's church, Troy, New 
York. 


In 1862 he was called 
to 
Christ 


church, Cincinnati, but declined. In 
the spring of 1863 he was tendered the 
presidency of Kenyon College. -)b 
and in November of the same year the 
rectorship of St. Paul's church, Al- 
bany, both of which invitations 
he 


declined. 


In May, 1S66. he accepted a call to 


be "assistant 
minister of 
Trinity 


church," 
Boston, on 
the "Greene 


foundation," and remained there un- 
til May, 18G8, when he became rector 
of Grace church. Broadway, N. Y. In 
1875 
he was chosen bishop of Iowa, 


but declined the office. 


In 1883 Bishop Horatio Potter of 


New York, having asked for an assist- 
ant, the contention of 
that 
year 


unanimously o'pfted his nephew, Dr 
Henry C. Pott or. assistant bishop. He 
was consecrate'! on October 20 in the 
presence of n 'nshops and 300 of the 
clergy. 
Upon the 
death 
of Bishop 


Horatio Pot^r on 
January 2. 1887, 


the diocese made him his successor. 


D,-. Pottei was secretary of the 


House of Bishops from 1S66 till 1881, 
and for years was the manager of the 
Board of Missions. He received from 
Union college the degrees of A. M , D. 
D., and LL.D 
In 1863, 1865 and 1877 


respectively, and that of D. D. from 
Trinity in 1S84

Bishop Potter ranked 
among 
the 


most eminent men of the Episcopal 
clergy. His intellectual 
attainments 


were extensive, and he was a sound 
and brilliant •thinker. As a writer he 
was virile and polished, and his flow 
of thought was easy and comprehen- 
sive. 


He had marked power as a pulpit 


orator. His style of address was com- 
posed and orderly and was animated 
without being overdemonstrative. His 
lines were cast in pleasant places, and 
he had the good fortune generally to 
preach to celebrated and appreciative 
people. 


The present Mrs. Potter was Mrs. 


Alfred Coming Clark of Cooperstown, 
N. Y., a descendant of 
the 
famous 


James Fenimore Cooper, in. 
wnose" 


honor the town 
was 
named. They 


were married October 4, 1902. 


Aside from prominence in church 


councils Bishop Potter did excellent 
service in the noted "East Side" of 
the metropolis, among 
the 
poorer 


classes. He was able to reach a class 
from whom many religious organiza- 
tions see fit to turn with indifference, 
and his success in this "field 
was 


due to his great Heart and to his com- 
prehension of 
human 
nature The 


good bishop will be long remembered 
for his somewhat paradoxical enter- 
prise—the Subway Tavern. 
He 
did 


not believe that abolition of drinking 
places was possible, and under 
his 


direction the tavern was established, 
to be conducted under philanthropic 
direction. 
He himself addressed the 


crowd that attended the opening, but 
after a time he and his friends aban- 
doned the effort to control a saloon.

My Business" or "Why I Favor Tariff 
Reduction." 


As I am not selfish enough to ask 


for lower tariff duties solely on my 
own account or foolish enough to im- 
agine that the tariff law will be 
changed for my especial benefit, I 
will write a few words under both 
heads. 


My business is Injuriously affected tire people, 


by the tariff. 
The duties ou hides, 


leather, thread, machinery, coal and 
buildiug materials increase the cost of 
making shoes in this country an aver- 
age of something like 10 cents a pair 
or $30,000,000 a year for the entire 
country. 


Of course we manufacturers do not 


finally" pay all of this tariff tax on foot- 
wear. 
"We collect fully nine-tenths of 


It from those who wear shoes. 
But 


we cannot collect the tax on shoes 
sold for export. 
This comes out of 


our own pockets. This tax, by forcing 
us to pay 10 per cent more for leather 
than is paid by our foreign competi- 
tors, increases the cost of making 
shoes in this country about 5 per cent 
and thus greatly handicaps us in for- 
eign markets. "With free leather and 
other materials and supplies we would 
perhaps soon be exporting $100,000,000 
worth of shoes a year instead of the 
$7,000,000 or $8,000,000 worth now ex- 
port ed- 


it is, then, mainly in the export busi- 


ness that the tariff shoe pinches us 
manufacturers. 
It pinches tis very 


much also because of The fewer pairs 
of shoes worn by an overtaxed people. 
If, as I believe, tariff trust taxes in- 
crease the cost of living by 10 per cent, 
it is probable that these taxes diminish 
the number of shoes worn about 10 
per cent. 


I favor tariff reduction, then, both 


for selfish and for humanitarian rea- 
sons. By stopping the tariff graft of 
the protected trusts—the greatest of all 
graft—I would increase the purchas- 
ing power of the wage aud salary earn- 
ers' dollar and thus virtually increase 
wages 10 per cent. I~am not certain 
that, had the trusts been curbed by the 
removal of unnecessary tariff duties in 


1904 
or 1905, w« would have had the 


severe industrial depression through 
which we are now passing. I have 
never been a believer in the now ex- 
ploded theory that a nation could tax 
itself into prosperity .T Protection and 
prosperity are not, in my vocabulary, 
synonymous words. To me "protec- 
tion'' as we know it means unnecessa- 
ry and unjust taxation, and this means 
frequent periods of business depres- 
sion, reduced wages, idle workingmen, 
adversity, disease and crime, such as 
we are now experiencing. 


I have no faith in the Republican 


tariff expert committee plan of revis- 
ing the tariff. In my opinion it is a po- 
litical maneuver to hoodwink the peo- 
ple and tide the Eepublicans over the 
presidential election. It is partly a 
scheme to have the tariff experts in the 
various departments provide campaign 
material for the high tariff party. 
These experts are now compiling sta- 
tistics of cost of production in different 
countries and of export taxes and 
bounties levied by foreign countries on 
goods going abroad. We may be cer- 
tain that if any material is found that 
will aid the protectionists and stand 
patters it will be put into the hands of 
all Republican speakers next fall. Oth- 
er material will be kept under cover. 


The New York Journal of Commerce 


of May 20 made an even more serious 
charge against the tariff revision plans 
of the senate and house committees. It 
said that these plans were "merely in- 
tended as a basis for political capital" 
and that "the whole tariff investigation 
now pending has a direct relation to 
campaign funds." 


That the Republicans do not serious- 


ly intend to revi.-,e the tariff down- 
ward where such revision would hurt 
their friends, the trusts, is evident 
from the preliminary report of the spe- 
cial committee which has been inves- 
tigating the tariff on papei and wood 


"2,000 pages of 


printed testimony" the majority report 
gravely informs us that the "entire re- 
moval of the pre^pnt tariff would not 
have any great immediate effect" on

Our pampered, overgrown protected 
"iufants" are not satisfied with duties 
to cover the difference iu cost of pro- 
duction. They want duties that will 
Kive them greater profits than those of 
their foreign competitors. 


What are "reasonable profits?" Are 


steel trust protits of over $100.000.000 
made last year, or fully 50 per ceut on 
the cost price of its products, "reason- 
able protits?" If the tariff is "adjust- 
ed by its friends," will this prolit re 
main as it is? 


Tnis much talked about "difference 


in labor cost" is a delusion and a snare. 


It differs between different countries 


al uiurrt'ui uuiee, jus>t us it ui'i-s- W- 
tween different states. We can never 
be certain as to this difference, be- 
cause it is Impossible for any tariff 
committee to make manufacturers In 
this or in any country show their 
books. 


In my opinion, the tariff should be 


revised, and revised downward, not 
t>y the "friends of the tariff." but by 
the friends of the consumers-the en-
